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Delight over 
Thamesteel 
revival melts 
amid fears 
over funding

HOPES of an immediate jobs bonanza 
after a buyer was found for Thamesteel 
may be premature following concerns 
raised over the ability to fund the new- 
look operation. 

Administrators of the failed plant, 
Mazars, said last week that a new com¬ 
pany, Sheerness Steel Ltd, had pur¬ 
chased the site. 

It has subsequently transpired it was 
created by previous owners, the Saudi 
Arabia-based Al-Tuwairqi Group. 

The administrators said: “The sale 
will mean steel production on the site at 
Sheerness can recommence with, hope¬ 
fully, the recreation of a large number of 
the jobs lost when the company entered 
administration on January 25, 2012.” 

But now reports are suggesting Sheer¬ 
ness Steel is looking for investment, 


sparking concerns that plans to reopen 
the steelworks rest on the uncertainty 
of securing funding in a far from stable 
financial market. 

Ryan Slaughter, from the trade union 
Community, said its general secretary, 
Michael Leahy, wrote to Dr Hilal Al-Tu¬ 
wairqi, head of the Saudi firm, request¬ 
ing a meeting with a Sheerness Steel 
representative to discuss the plans. 

They have a meeting scheduled on 
Monday to find out the company’s ideas 
for the structure, production and em¬ 
ployment at the Thamesteel plant. 

Mr Slaughter said: “It is very early 
stages and the company would still like 
investment. Before they start operation 
there needs to be sufficient resources 
which they haven’t got. 

“We are concerned. We want produc¬ 
tion to start as soon as possible, a lot of

people want jobs.” 

Up to 400 jobs were lost 
when Thamesteel folded, dev¬ 
astating the community. 

Mr Slaughter added: “We are 
happy on the position, but con¬ 
cerned about the future and 
we want reassurances from 
Saudi Arabia that there will be 
a legacy of steel making and 
jobs in Swale.” 


MP for Sittingbourne and 
Sheppey, Gordon Henderson, 
expressed the same fears and 
said he “doesn’t want to boost 
people’s hopes”. 

He said: “I am taking it all at 
face value and giving the com¬ 
pany the benefit of the doubt. 
But I have deep reservations 
about the way it all happened 
and the long term intentions of 
the new company. 

“If it reopens obviously it is 


very good news - to only em¬ 
ploy half the people it used to is 
very good news. 

“But if they haven’t got the 
money it won’t open. How can 
they open it and run it at a 
profit when they couldn’t run 
it at a profit before? Even with 
the money it will take five to six 
months to open.” 

Mr Henderson said he didn’t 
want to put a dampener on the 
plans or jeopardise progress, 


but he does have concerns over 
how the deal was made. 

He added: “There is little we 
can do. I said if it was sold back 
to the same company I want 
the Government to look at and 
investigate the process.” 

He was also concerned the 
creditors would only get back a 
small amount of the money 
they are owed. 

He added: “There are all sorts 
of questions and issues that 


need to be addressed. The deal 
was done by the book but I am 
not happy with the current 
system. It can’t be right for a 
company to go into adminis¬ 
tration then set up a new com¬ 
pany which buys it back. There 
is something not quite right 
about it all. ” 

Sheerness Steel Ltd were un¬ 
available for comment and Peel 
Property, the freeholder of the 
site, declined to comment.

Family pray for Jessica after 
terrifying fall at theme park

A FOUR-year-old girl who fell 14ft 
while queuing for a theme park ride 
on a family day out remains in a 
critical but stable condition. 

Jessica Blake, from Sheerness, 
had been waiting in line for the 
Tomb Blaster ride at Surrey’s Chess- 
ington World of Adventures. 

But it is believed a fence panel lin¬ 
ing the raised queue gave way and 
Jessica fell. 

She was rushed to St George’s 
Hospital in London with a fractured 
skull, broken ribs and a bleed on 
her brain. She remains in the paedi¬ 
atric intensive care unit. 

The accident took place on 
Thursday, June 7. 

Jessica’s school, Halfway Houses 
Primary, held a special assembly on 
Tuesday to explain the situation to 
pupils. 

Head teacher Ryan Driver read 
the poem I Wish I Had a Magic 
Wand by Joanna Fuchs to the chil¬ 
dren. 

He said: “We reflected about her 
and sent her lots of love and good 
wishes. 


“All of the teachers and children 
are thinking of Jessica. 

“I have been inundated with 
class video messages and cards, all 
saying how much she is being 
missed and wishing her a speedy 
recovery. 


“My thoughts go out to Jessica 
and her family who know that we 
are here for them and will do any¬ 
thing we can to support them.” 

Ironically, the school had a 
trip for Year Six pupils planned 
to the theme park. That has 


now been cancelled. 

Inspectors from the Health and 
Safety Executive (HSE) have been 
making enquires at the theme park 
to try to establish what happened. 
They are currently appealing for 
witnesses to the incident. 

The theme park is also conduct¬ 
ing its own internal investigation. 

A statement from Chessington 
said: “The resort’s fully trained 
medical staff were on site immedi¬ 
ately and administered direct care 
to the child until ambulance teams 
arrived. She was then taken to hos¬ 
pital in a conscious state. 

“We have been in touch with the 
family, and in line with their wishes 
will now await further news. Our 
thoughts and best wishes are with 
them at this difficult time.” 

Well-wishers have left messages 
on Chessington’s Facebook page as 
well as pages on the social network¬ 
ing site set up by friends and family 
of Jessica, who is also known as JC. 

The group ‘Prayers for JC...Keep 
Fighting Sweetheart’, has nearly 
2,500 members. 

The young girl’s family have 
thanked all of those leaving mes¬ 
sages of support.

WATER 

Heavy rains see hosepipe 
ban lifted - for some of us 


THE hosepipe ban was lifted across Sitting- 
bourne and Sheppey on Thursday - but for many 
across Swale the restrictions remain in place. 

Heavy rain throughout April, May and now 
June has seen water supplies ease, leading to 
Southern Water lifting restrictions on water use. 

It had, along with all the other water compa¬ 
nies covering Kent, introduced a hosepipe ban 
on April 5 after a second dry winter. 

This means all customers supplied by 



Southern Water, which covers Sittingbourne and 
Sheppey now have no restrictions. 

However, for all those covered by South East 
Water - which includes most of the area 
between Sittingbourne and Faversham - remain 
unable to use hosepipes. 

Water quality and strategy manager at 
Southern, Meyrick Gough, said: "Our supplies 
have been topped up by the wet weather and 
are now in a much stronger position going into 
the summer than they were when we intro¬ 
duced the restrictions in early April. However, 
with the underground sources - which supply 
the vast majority of our customers - still below 
average for this time of year, we are asking our 
customers to continue with their efforts to use 
water wisely and not waste it. 

"We have seen a great response from custom¬ 
ers and demand has dropped considerably as a 
result of the wet weather and customers doing 
their bit and we are very grateful for their 
continued support." 

South East Water said the ban will stay 
in place until at least the autumn. 

Managing director Paul Butler said: "We 
understand customers could be confused and 
frustrated as to why some companies are 
considering lifting restrictions while we have to 
keep ours in place. 

"The fact is the amount of water currently 
available in our underground reserves simply 
doesn't support that course of action ahead of 
what could be much warmer, drier months."

PM hints at Heathrow U-turn as 
critics round on estuary proposals

THE debate over a proposed airport in the 
Thames Estuary raged on this week with politi¬ 
cal heavyweights adding to the fight and 
Prime Minister David Cameron hinting at a con¬ 
troversial U-turn over plans for a third runway 
at Heathrow. 

Former transport secretary Lord Adonis kick- 
started the latest discussions during an interna¬ 
tional conference for the Institute of Travel and 
Tourism, where he branded the estuary airport 
plan a “non-starter”. 

The Labour peer said there were numerous 
problems with the proposal and warned the risk 
of bird strike could halt the process altogether. 

Speaking at the conference in Barbados, he 
said the outlined cost of £50bn for architect Lord 
Foster’s Isle of Grain plan was likely to double 
and that it would take a large amount of work to 
secure such funding. 

But he stressed that political parties should get 
around a table and seriously look at how to deal 
with the problem of airport capacity. 

“They should set up an independent inquiry 
which would represent political parties and look 
at all three suggestions of a third runway at Hea¬ 
throw, expansion at Gatwick and Stansted or the 
Thames Estuary airport, ” he said. 

Instead, the Government seems to be stalling 
over when the anticipated aviation review is go¬ 
ing ahead. 

Last month, this newspaper reported confu¬ 
sion in Whitehall, where neither the Department 
for Transport nor Kent’s MPs knew when the re¬ 
view and consultation - which was initially 
planned for March but delayed - is to be held. De¬ 
spite reports it will go ahead next month, the 
Government is yet to confirm a date and fears are 
mounting it could be postponed even longer. 

With pressure from campaign groups and 
MPs, however, it is unlikely ministers can delay 
setting a date for too long. 

The contentious aviation issue was raised 
again this week by MP for Richmond Park and 
North Kingston, Zac Goldsmith, who threatened 
to resign should the Tory party support a third 
runway at Heathrow. 

He questioned the Prime Minister in the House 
of Commons, calling for reassurance there would 
be no third runway. But Mr Cameron refused to 
rule out expansion. 

The Prime Minister said: “While the Coali¬ 



tion’s position has not changed, we must not be 
blind to considerations about how we expand 
airport capacity.” 

This is likely to give a glimmer of hope to cam¬ 
paigners fearful of plans for an estuary airport. If 
a third runway is built, a hub in the estuary is 
unlikely to go ahead. 

Closer to home, a battle raged between Kent 
County Council and MP for Tonbridge and 
Mailing Sir John Stanley. 

The veteran Tory said KCC had gone against 
the party’s commitment to oppose expansion 
at Gatwick. 

In its recently launched Bold Steps for Avia¬ 
tion, KCC recommends the Government look at 
the possibility of a second runway at Gatwick af¬ 
ter 2019. 

Sir John warned of the “environmentally dev¬ 
astating consequences” and the impact it would 
have on his west Kent constituents who live un¬ 
der the flight path. 

In a letter to Tory leader Paul Carter, he said it 
was a matter of “deep disquiet and disappoint¬ 
ment” and stressed the council should have 
waited for the outcome of the national review 
before releasing the document. 

The council also came under fire from Kent 
Green Party for pushing ahead with its discus¬ 
sion document. 

Campaigns officer Dr Hazel Dawe said the par¬ 
ty was “unimpressed” that KCC had not waited 
for the results of the Government’s consultation 
on aviation. 

“It has launched its own discussion document, 
Bold Steps for Aviation, with remarkably little 


regard for domestic tourism in Kent and Medway 
or the environment,” she said. “KCC proposes a 
massive plan of rail expansion to serve airports, 
when Kent commuters do not have enough car¬ 
riages for weekday rush hour travel. 

“They propose expansion of Lydd and Man- 
ston Airports, despite economic problems at 
both. They support a second runway for Gat¬ 
wick, despite the noise and pollution implica¬ 
tions for west Kent. Their only restraint is in op¬ 
posing an estuary airport.”

Campaigners slam use of 
‘bribes’ in the classroom 
but academy says it works

AN INCENTIVE scheme giving pupils 
the equivalent of cash rewards for 
good behaviour and attendance - 
and being used by a school on 
Sheppey - has been described as “in¬ 
appropriate”. 

The Vivo Miles programme, which 
allows students to collect points to 
spend on high street goods - from cin¬ 
ema tickets to iPods - is being run at 
24 schools in Kent. 

Pupils are awarded points on a re¬ 
ward card for achievements such as 
good behaviour, attendance, effort 
and improved grades. 

Each ‘mile’ is worth lp and children 
can save up their points and buy goods 
at a variety of shops or from the Vivo 
online shop. 

The scheme is run by private com¬ 
pany Vivo Miles and schools pay a 
membership fee. 

But the initiative has come under 
fire by critics. 


John Walder, secretary of the Kent 
division of the National Union of 
Teachers (NUT), said: “I see it as per¬ 
fectly reasonable to incentivise, but I 
can argue both sides. 

“A child does well and it’s good to 
acknowledge that. But on the other 
hand, kids should be behaving any¬ 
way. Why should we give them the 
idea that they get something extra for 
being good? 

“If that is what a school feels it 
should be doing, incentivising the 
kids, they don’t have to go and spend 
money on a private company, but 
should use the gold star system or 
congratulate a child in assembly, 
which doesn’t cost money. 

“If children behave well and put in 
good effort that should be acknowl¬ 
edged, but I think spending education 
money on a private company is inap¬ 
propriate.” 

He added: “If a young person gets a 
job, they are not going to be given ex¬ 
tra praise for getting out of bed in the 
morning. ” 


But head of the Isle of Sheppey 
Academy, David Day, who uses the 
scheme, said it is part of a whole host 
of incentives, and since it was intro¬ 
duced to the school in 2010, attend¬ 
ance and attainment has improved. 

“We use Vivo as part of a suite of re¬ 
wards,” he said. “The scheme is popu¬ 
lar with students, supported by par¬ 
ents and used alongside other rewards. 
It’s helping to create a positive ethos. 

“We still use verbal praise and the 
traditional prize giving, but teachers 
can choose to use Vivo Miles alongside 
this as they wish. 

“For example, a child who gets 100 
per cent attendance would be award¬ 
ed Vivo Miles. 

“Attendance has improved and 
since the academy opened, GCSE re¬ 
sults have climbed.” 

He said this was not just attributa¬ 
ble to Vivo Miles, but that the overall 
rewards policy at the school helped 
encourage students. 

“It’s good that children can have 
a tangible reward which they can 


show their parents,” he added. 

Chris McGovern from the Campaign 
for Real Education, however, said this 
could create long-term problems. 

He said education was the greatest 
gift and to “bribe” children risked 
teaching them that education is not 
valuable in itself. 

Managing director of Vivo Miles 
Adrian Burt defended the scheme and 
said it had made a real difference to 
many schools and their students’ mo¬ 
tivation and engagement. 

“It’s used to target whatever the 
schools want,” he said. 

“It can be used to reward academic 
attainment, strong attendance - but 
not just turning up for school. 

“A typical school would spend 


about £4 per student per year. For a 
student to have any chance of buying 
an iPod, for example, they would have 
to be a top performer in every aspect 
for four to five years.

Award blooms for nursery owner 
for a lifetime devoted to plant life

A HORTICULTURIST has been 
given a prestigious award in recog¬ 
nition of his contribution to the 
plant industry. 

Chris Lane, 63, will receive the 
Veitch Memorial Award from the 
Royal Horticulturist Society (RHS) 
on July 2. 

He will be given the honour dur¬ 
ing an awards lunch at the RHS 
Hampton Court Palace Flower 
Show, the day before the show offi¬ 
cially begins. 

Mr Lane, who owns Witch Hazel 
Nursery in Sittingbourne, has spent 
his life working for the horticultural 
industry in his specialist area of 
woody plant propagation - the re¬ 
production of plants through cells, 
tissues or organs. 

His interest stems from his fruit 
farming father, who inspired him to 
train in nursery stock production at 
Hadlow College. 

After moving on to work at an 
Ashford nursery, Mr Lane returned 
to the college as a lecturer for 20 


years. He ran Witch Hazel Nursery, 
growing and selling trees and 
shrubs, part time, before taking on 
the job full time six years ago. 

Mr Lane, of Newington, learnt of 
his award two months ago, but had 
to keep quiet until the official an¬ 
nouncement last week. 

Speaking to YourSwale this week 
he said: “I didn’t know I was nomi¬ 
nated until I received the letter say¬ 
ing I had won the award. I always 
thought it would be nice to get 


something one day. I am really ex¬ 
cited and really pleased.” 

Friends and colleagues nominat¬ 
ed him for his extensive horticul¬ 
tural work. 

Mr Lane has been heavily in¬ 
volved in the International Plant 
Propagators’ Society and was presi¬ 
dent of Great Britain and Ireland in 
1991, then international president 
in 19 9 5. He remains a member and 
is due to speak at a conference later 
this year. 


He also wrote a book in 199 5 - a 
RHS guide to witch hazels - and 
plans to write another “when 
time allows”. 

The green-fingered award-win¬ 
ner owns two national collections 
- wisteria and witch hazel - as part 
of charity Plant Heritage’s National 
Plant Collection scheme, which 
preserves plants for the future. He 
has also been on the RHS Woody 
Plant committee since the 1980s. 

Mr Lane will be attending the 
awards ceremony with his wife Di¬ 
anne and children Samantha, 34, 
and Tracey, 31. 

Elizabeth Banks, RHS president 
said: “These are special people and 
their contribution to horticulture 
has been outstanding. Their work 
has been wide-ranging and impacts 
on most aspects of gardening and is 
an inspiration to everyone.” 

The four other recipients of the 
Veitch Memorial Award are: Pro¬ 
fessor John Elliott from Singapore; 
Susyn Andrews from Richmond, 
Surrey; Hugh McAllister from 
Cheshire and Beverley McConnell 
from New Zealand.

Extra £6m to be spent on roads 
as KCC beats budget cut target 




CASH: The saving 
means more money 
can be spent on roads

MI LL IONS of pounds saved through cutbacks at 
County Hall will be invested in protecting roads 
following the prolonged spell of wet weather. 

Highways chiefs at Kent County Council said 
the authority had to protect roads, particularly 
after the significant investment made to fix pot¬ 
holes caused by the big freeze in 2010. 

It was agreed that £6 million would be added 
to the rolling budget reserve for highways from a 
forecast £16.2m under-spend - excluding 
schools spending - at the council, which is being 
saved as part of a four-year plan to save more 
than£300m. 

“We’ve done excellent work with highways 
and if we don’t consolidate that and this rotten 
weather continues, it could undermine all the

work we’ve done,” said cabinet member for fi¬ 
nance, Cllr John Simmonds. “We know that over 
the next two or three years we are going to have 
to manage on less money. 

“It is absolutely important that we continue to 
be prudent. This isn’t a spending spree, it’s so we 
don’t end up spending unnecessary money on 
potholes.” 

Members agreed that due to the prolonged 
spell of rain, the £6m should be put aside for 
roads to stop a backlog of maintenance work. 

Cabinet member for highways Cllr Bryan 
Sweetland said it was pleasing more money was 
being invested in the network. 

“Here in Kent we have 5,000 miles of roads 
and 7,000 of pavements and footways - that’s a 
huge asset we need to keep on top of,” he said. 
“Last year we secured a £6.2m grant from gov¬ 
ernment partly to repair potholes, which was 
done successfully. 

“The remainder, about half, was used for re¬ 
surfacing and this extra £6m will be too, not for 
potholes, but for proper resurfacing, new road 
surfaces and to look at some pavements that 
we’ve got to bring up to standard. 

“We would need many times that amount to 
look at all of Kent’s roads, but I think this is a 
good use of money and is welcomed. ” 

Some £2m of the predicted under-spend is also 
to be set aside for investment in technology and 
communications to improve communication 
with the public. 

A business plan is due to be drawn up and, if 
successful, the funds will be used to implement 
the proposals. Early indications suggest that in 
the long term improved communications could 
save the authority as much as £20m. 

Commenting on the under-spend and finance 
update, leader of KCC Cllr Paul Carter said: “The 
finance team has done extraordinarily well. 

“There were a lot of sceptics at the beginning 
of the financial year who said our budget was 
undeliverable and that we wouldn’t deliver it in 
line with expectations, but we’ve done that and 
a little more.” 

In an update on the council’s finances it was 
revealed that so far 1,196 posts have been cut 
from the 1,500 anticipated over the four years. 

Of those, 605 staff were made redundant.

Cllr Bryan Sweetland runs the rule over the three candidates vying 
to represent the Tories in the race to be Police and Crime Commissioner 


NOW that the list of hopefuls 
to be the Conservative can¬ 
didate for the job of Police 
and Crime Commissioner 
(PCC) has been reduced to 
three, one has to wonder 
why all Conservative Party 
members in Kent were not 
asked for their opinion from 
the start. 

You could argue that a bet¬ 
ter way to select our candi¬ 
date, whilst simultaneously 
engaging and galvanising our 
supporters, would have been 
to offer each paid-up member 
one vote. 

Despite this, we are where 
we are and if our supporters are 
able or prepared to travel to Ro¬ 
chester or Canterbury this 
weekend, they will be able to 
see the final three candidates 
perform. 

The candidates can expect to 
answer questions on policing 
and crime, their reasons for 
standing and for how long have 


they been a member of the Con¬ 
servative Party. 

As Mark Reckless MP so de¬ 
scriptively explained on his 
website, we have Craig 
Mackinley, a finance whizz 
who is a local Medway council¬ 
lor and an ex-UKIP leader; 
Francois Gordon, who is a For¬ 
eign Office man and ex-British 
Ambassador; and Jan Berry 
who ran the Police Federation 
the police equivalent of a trade 
union. 

She has recently joined the 
Conservative Party after an¬ 
nouncing that she was to stand 
as an independent. 

The task for Conservative 
members is now to pick one of 
these three. 

A difficult task as all could do 
the job, with varying degrees of 
competence, skill, and effec¬ 
tiveness. 

The police, if they had a say 
(but they don’t) would proba¬ 
bly prefer Francois Gordon, a 


steady, reliable and safe pair 
of hands. 

Medway Conservatives will 
no doubt vote for their own 
man Cllr Craig Mackinley, a 
member of the Kent Police Au¬ 
thority (an organisation he is 
hoping to replace as the Police 
and Crime Commissioner). 

Kent’s parliamentarians, 
with the exception of the three 
that attended the first selec¬ 
tion meeting, seem to be 
showing little interest in this 
radical piece of Government 
policy. 

At the initial selection meet¬ 
ing, the local party chairman 
and deputies were invited to 
cast three votes each. 

Surprisingly, association 
members will also be given 
three votes to cast in order of 
preference, which sounds very 
Lib Dem. 

Whatever happened to first 
past the post? 

We are fortunate to have 


three very good candidates, I 
particularly like Gordon Fran¬ 
cois’s commitment to strip out 
the over-dependence on per¬ 
formance targets and the ex¬ 
cessive supervision of the police 
put in place by the previous La¬ 
bour government. 

He he also recognises the bu¬ 
reaucratic load on the police 
must be lightened and he 
makes the point for more 
neighbourhood police on our 
streets, a pledge that the elec¬ 
torate will welcome. 

I believe Francois Gordon 
will do a professional job but 
more importantly will allow 
the police to do theirs. Howev¬ 
er, I will make my mind up af¬ 
ter listening to all three poten¬ 
tial candidates this weekend. 
Good luck to them all. 

The voting system in place 
may suprise us all!

Be prepared to enjoy 
a worry-free festival 

Lounge on the Farm, Hop Farm... it's festival time. 
But make sure you’re prepared before setting 
out for a weekend of fun, says ADAM AIKEN

Q My daughter shared a flat with 
a friend at university. They each 
paid into a special bank account 
tor rent and other expenses. The friend 
should have closed the account when 
my daughter left, but it appears she 
carried on using it and ran up an 
overdraft of several hundred pounds 
before disappearing. Can the bank 
make my daughter pay? 

The paperwork you sent me 
shows that your daughter and 
her friend had a joint account. 
Each was individually liable if the 
account went overdrawn, even if the 
other signatory was to blame. Legally, I 
am afraid your daughter can be made 
to pay, though in circumstances like 
this I have seen the bank accept a 
smaller sum in settlement, or payment 
over a long period. 

9 1 have received a text message 
on my phone, saying: “Records 
passed to us show you are 
d to a refund of approximately 
£2,560 in compensation from mis- 
selling of PPI on your credit card or 
loan.” I am asked to reply for more 
information or to stop future messages. 
Is this a scam? 

The message will have come 
from a claims management 
company, or from a sales firm 
representing one. It could be a scam, to 
persuade you to send an upfront fee in 
the hope of getting thousands of 
pounds, only to find later that the firm 
has disappeared with your cash. But it 
is more likely that this is an attempt to 
squeeze money out of your bank. 

Since you have no idea who sent the 
message, ask yourself how they know 
you ever had payment protection 
insurance (PPI), how they know it was 
mis-sold to you, and how they got their 
hands on your credit records. 

The fact is that whoever texted you 
knows none of these things. Identical 
texts will have been sent to thousands 
of people. If anyone does respond, the 
claims firm will file a demand with 
their bank, alleging PPI mis-selling. 
Since it costs banks hundreds of pounds 
to defend such allegations, the claims 
firm hopes the bank will make an offer, 
just to avoid legal costs, even if the 
claim is unjustified. 

Q I have had an unsolicited 
telephone call, suggesting I 
invest in bonds issued by 
Forward Telecoms, with a yield of 7-9 
per cent based on investing for between 
one and three years. If the company is 
successful there will also be a free share 
issue. I am told the company is 
Swedish, and in the current climate 
the yields look attractive, but this 
seems too good to be true. 

According to its website, 
Forward Telecoms is a major 
business in Sweden, but things 
just don’t add up. The website is 



marked as copyright from 2004 to 
2011, but inquiries show the site was 
registered only in February last year, 
and will expire in February next year. 

It is an odd company that registers its 
name for only two years. 

On top of this, the site is registered to 
addresses in Lisbon and New York 
rather than, say, Stockholm. Forward 
Telecoms may well be able to explain 
all this, so let’s give it the benefit of the 
doubt. But however respectable it 
might be, do not buy its bonds. 

Never invest in anything offered in 
an unsolicited call from a firm you do 
not already know. 

Q When my 8 3-year-old husband 
was a boy, his father took out a 
policy for him with the Preston 
Shelley Friendly Society. In 2004, my 
husband received a letter asking 
whether he wanted to encash his 
policy. We eventually replied to the 
company in Manchester last year, 
asking for the proceeds, but the letter 
was returned. Can you help? 

The Preston Shelley was a very 
old savings and life company. Its 
policies are now administered 
by the Scottish Friendly Assurance 
Society, whose headquarters are at 16 
Blythswood Square, Glasgow G2 4HJ. 

Q I have just received my income 
tax PAYE coding for 2012-13. 
This says I am entitled to the 
married couple’s allowance, which is 
worth £770.50, represented by a tax 
allowance of £7,705. Last year, 
though, the same phrase turned 
£729.50 into £3,648. Have the 
allowances changed or has something 
gone wrong? 

The married allowance has 
changed, but there is also a bit 
of a puzzle. The allowance you 
get is for people born before April 6, 
1935, and it is at a fixed rate of 10 per 
cent. So £7,705 in tax allowances is 
worth £770.50 in cash. Last year the 
allowance was £7,295, worth 
£729.50 in cash. 

Why you received a tax allowance of 
£3,648 - just half of the normal 
£7,295 - is the puzzle, and only your 
tax office can explain why it cut the 
usual allowance in two.

THE music festival season has ar¬ 
rived, with hundreds of thousands of 
fans preparing to travel to gigs, both 
here and across Europe. 

But whether it’s you getting ready 
to let your hair down or you are help¬ 
ing your children prepare for a festi¬ 
val, it’s worth taking some time to 
make sure you are properly insured, 
to sort out a budget and - if you are 
heading to the Continent - to do a bit 
of extra homework. 

Insure your possessions 

Festivals can offer easy pickings for 
criminals looking to help themselves, 
especially if you are camping. 

Aviva, the insurer, has calculated 
that the average value of possessions 
taken by festival-goers is more than 
£900. This might sound a lot at first 
glance, but when you take into ac¬ 
count the proliferation of smart¬ 
phones, MP3 players and digital 
cameras, and add the value of essen¬ 
tials such as tents, camping gear and 
clothes, things soon add up. 

Although the odds are that you 
will not become a victim of crime, 
those who are targeted could find 
themselves substantially out of pock¬ 
et if they do not have adequate insur¬ 
ance cover. 

“Festivals are a brilliant staple of 
the summer calendar and it’s obvi¬ 
ously a chance for people to enjoy 
their favourite bands in the Sun (or 
rain) with their friends,” said Jonath¬ 
an Cracknell, household underwriter 
at Aviva. “But like any event with 
crowds all carrying expensive gear, 
there is a risk of crime, and our re¬ 
search shows it is definitely worth 
being as aware of security as you are 
of the line-up.” 

He added: “Tents appear to be the 
main target for thieves, so don’t leave 
them crammed full of all your fa¬ 
vourite electronic gadgets when you 
pop out for breakfast.” 

It is important to remember that 
having adequate insurance does not 
mean you do not have a responsibil¬ 
ity to look after your things. 

For example, if you leave your pos¬ 
sessions on display in a tent and they 
are pinched, an insurer could argue 
the theft was due to your failure to 
take reasonable care. 

Are you covered already? 

Some home insurance policies in¬ 
clude cover for possessions away 
from the home, but it is important 
you check this before setting off. 


The personal belongings section of 
a home insurance policy usually cov¬ 
ers everyone who lives permanently 
at home, so if the policy is in your 
name but your teenagers are the 
ones heading off, they might be cov¬ 
ered automatically. 

“Most home contents insurance 
policies can offer a degree of cover for 
your belongings when you’re away 
from your home,” said Jeremy Cryer, 
head of travel at Gocompare.com. 

“This can be part of your standard 
cover or an optional add-on, so check 
your policy wording to see what pro¬ 
tection you may benefit from.” 

If you do not already have “away 
from home” cover on your policy, 
you might need to pay an extra pre¬ 
mium to upgrade your cover, and 
you might also be stung with an ad¬ 
ministration charge for changing it 
mid-term. 

If you simply want to insure your 
gadgets, standalone cover for your 
smartphone or tablet might be a bet¬ 
ter option. But Mr Cryer said that, as 
a rule of thumb, buying standalone 
gadget insurance directly from your 
phone or network provider was an 
expensive way of doing it. 

How much cash to take? 

A music festival might last for only 
a few days, but it can be expensive. 

A round of drinks can make seri¬ 
ous inroads into your funds, and the 
cost of T-shirts, souvenirs and other 
bits and pieces can quickly add up. 

“One key tip is to work out what 
you want to spend before you go,” 
said Steve Rees, managing director of 
debt consultant Vincent Bond & Co. 

“There will be tempting items all 
over the place, so setting yourself a 
budget in advance will help you keep 
out of your overdraft.” 

It will be cheaper to withdraw your 


money before you get to the festival 
site, because once you are there you 
will probably be charged a fee for 
each cash-machine withdrawal. 

But you need to weigh this against 
the dangers of carrying too much 
cash with you - you might be more 
comfortable paying a little bit extra 
in return for being able to make some 
withdrawals. Even then, it makes 
sense to do some basic planning. 

“It is normal for festival ATMs to 
charge about £1.25 per transaction, 
no matter what you withdraw,” said 
Mr Rees. Don’t make too many small 
withdrawals, in other words. 

Heading overseas? 

The cancellation of this year’s 
Glastonbury festival led Abta - the 
travel operators’ umbrella group - to 
say it expected more music lovers to 
look to continental Europe for their 
festival fixes. If you fall into this cat¬ 
egory, you need to add medical in¬ 
surance to your list. 

“If you’re travelling to a festival 
abroad, you don’t need to have a se¬ 
rious accident or illness to run up a 
sizeable medical bill, so make sure 
you’re adequately protected by a 
suitable travel insurance policy,” 
said Mr Cryer, at Gocompare. 

At the very least, take your Euro¬ 
pean Health Insurance Card (EHIC) if 
you have one. In any country within 
the European Economic Area, this 
entitles you to the state medical care 
available to that country’s citizens. 

But this is no substitute for proper 
travel insurance. For starters, bear in 
mind that the level of care varies 
from country to country - an EHIC 
does not guarantee a standard of 
treatment equal to that provided in 
the UK, and few countries pay the 
full cost of medical treatment in the 
way the NHS does.

Your business is our business 


Sales and jobs boost creates 
optimism on our high streets

AFTER several years of gloomy forecasts 
about the future, the traditional high 
street could be on the way back, accord¬ 
ing to the latest survey. 

According to the Confederation of 
British Industry, for the first time since 
February 2003 more stores are recruit¬ 
ing staff than shedding jobs. 

Its Distributive Trades Survey indi¬ 
cates that 3 7 per cent of retailers said 
they would be employing more workers 
in the near future, whereas 25 per cent 
said they may be looking to cut back. 

And to back up the brighter prospects 
for our town and city centres, the Brit¬ 


ish Retail Consortium has stated that 
employment in the sector has risen for 
the last two quarters and consumer 
spending is up on last year, with high 


hopes for further improvements ahead. 

Shoppers in two Kent towns said they 
had noted an increase in footfall. 

“I come into Ashford most Friday af¬ 
ternoons,” said Christine Collins. “And 
it has been noticeable over recent weeks 
there are more shoppers out and about. 
Also it’s more difficult to find space in 
the car park, which I didn’t at the time 
realise was possibly a good thing. 

“But looked at from that angle it does 
indicate more people are coming to 
spend their cash - so that’s got to be 
positive for stores.” 

In Canterbury city centre, shoppers 
said they felt the summer had brought 
more people to the shops. 

“It’s going to be a celebratory few 
months. We’ve had the Jubilee, now it’s 
the football [Euro 2012] and then the 
Olympics,” said Michael Austen. “Even 
if it’s only an increase in beer and wine 
sales, that’s still good for business.” 

Many pubs and cafes in Kent reported 
an increase in sales, especially during 
last month’s fine weather. 

Overall, retail sales figures were re¬ 
ported to be up 3.4 per cent against the 
same period last year. 

Stephen Robertson, director general 
of the British Retail Consortium, said: 
“As the relentlessly difficult underlying 


conditions continue to make trading 
tough for retailers, any temporary boost 
is of even greater importance and retail¬ 
ers had reason to celebrate the eventual 
arrival of summer at the end of May. 

“Much of the month’s positive per¬ 
formance can be attributed to spending 
in the final week, when consumers re¬ 
sponded enthusiastically to the sun 
coming out. 

“It’s likely the prolonged wet period 
helped create pent-up demand and 
people also felt more relaxed about their 
spending as the sun created a feelgood 
boost. Small numbers of customers buy¬ 
ing jeans and knitwear in the first weeks 
of May became many more people pur¬ 
chasing skirts, shorts and swimwear by 
the end of the month. 

“Womenswear had its best growth 
this year, while garden centres enjoyed 
a boom in the number of people invest¬ 
ing in new lawnmowers to tackle over¬ 
grown grass. 

“The performance of food retailers 
was more consistent across the month, 
but again there was a marked change 
in the type of products customers 
were buying. Retailers will be hoping 
the boost continues, sustained by 
this summer’s celebrations and sport¬ 
ing events.” 

The CBI has also reported that sales 
volumes rose in May - a finding that 
surprised its economic-performance 
analysts. 

A total of 43 per cent of retailers 
recorded an increase in sales volumes, 
with 213 per cent registering a fall. 

These results are the best for 2012 
but are still set against a backdrop 
of uncertainty in retail, with online 
sales of goods continuing to grow and 
out-of-town shopping centres taking 
customers away from the traditional 
high street. 


OUTLET CENTRE CELEBRATES SURGE IN INTEREST 


McARTFlUR Glen’s Ashford Designer 
Outlet has reported a UK year-on- 
year increase in sales and footfall for 
April of 18 per cent and 17.6 per 
cent respectively. 

The outlet, which has 
discounted brands 
including Guess, Ted 
Baker and Kurt Geiger, 
said the figures reinforced 
the trend that shoppers 
were looking for new ways 
to stretch their pound. 

David Maddison, centre 
manager, said: "With more 
than 80 designer and 
premium high-street 
brands, we are in a strong position 
to capitalise on the growing number 
of shoppers looking to buy their 
favourite brands for up to 60 
per cent less. 


“Sales for designer collections 
alone increased by 50.4 per cent 
year on year, evidence that shoppers 
are wanting more out of their 
fashion pound, making more 

purposeful purchases by 
buying quality pieces." 

Nick Bubb, retail 
i / analyst at corporate 

financier Arden Partners, 
said: "The two strongest 
trends in retailing at the 
moment are the strength 
of the luxury sector 
and, on the other hand, 
the strength of the 
value sector. 

"Designer outlets are an 
attractive combination of both 
trends, providing the brands 
consumers want as they make great 
savings at the same time."

THANET-BASED hobby 
company Flornby has reported 
a positive set of results for 
the financial year, which 
ended in March. 

The group reported its 
turnover as being up 1.7 per 
cent to £64.4m. The equivalent 
figure for 2011 was £63.4m. 

Underlying profit before tax 
was £4.5m (2011: £4.4m), with 
the strongest performances 
reported in overseas sales. 

Flowever, the owner of Corgi 
cars and Airfix said its sales of 
London 2012 merchandise 
were growing strongly.

Army base has new role

THE modernisation of historic 
Repton Manor is the latest 
business development to take place 
in Ashford. 

The brainchild of developer Steve 
Ripley, it is a series of offices housed 
in what used to be the headquarters 
of the Intelligence Corps of the 
British Army. 

Many of the actions and deci¬ 
sions taken and planned inside its 
rooms are still on the Top Secret list 
- but now accountants, web- 
designers, estate agents and roof- 
builders have taken the place of 
generals, colonels and brigadiers. 

The building itself was a family 
home before being taken over by 
the military. It formed part of the 
Templar Barracks complex, which 
housed the intelligence arm of 
the British Army during the 1970s 
and 1980s. 

Brigadier David Reece was based 
at the corps headquarters and 
attended the opening of the grand 
building. 

“Initially we were going to use it 
as an officers’ mess, but it was too 
small,” he said. “But it was discreet¬ 
ly situated so made an ideal place 
for planning sensitive operations. 

“I am very proud of what we 
achieved here and among our 


achievements is that we left the 
building intact for future use.” 

Ripley says he remembers the 
Army base as being a part of the 
town in which he grew up, so when 
the building became available he 
felt the urge to restore it and bring it 
back to the forefront of the town. 

Working alongside his brother 
John, Don Murrell and Rebecca 
Bish as fellow developers, the team 
spent £230,000 on obtaining the 
building and a further £500,000 
on restoration work. 


Now the suites are all occupied, 
with accountants taking over the 
ground floor and a satellite- 
navigation company, estate agents, 
roof-builders and web-designers 
upstairs. 

Ripley said: “As a development 
project we thought wouldn’t it be 
great to restore a heritage building 
and enable it to become a place 
where people could work. 

“All the businesses have started 
to network among one another, so 
we hope we have created a new 


centre and focus for businesses in 
Ashford. It was always the inten¬ 
tion to give something to the town 
we all grew up in. ” 

The developers now intend to put 
on displays of military history and 
to forge links with nearby schools. 

Bob Davidson, Mayor of Ashford, 
was at the opening event. 

“This is fantastic for Ashford,” he 
said. “The development has attract¬ 
ed top-quality firms by offering 
affordable rent and rates for pres¬ 
tigious surroundings.” 


New lease of life for SeaFrance as 
train firm joins with workers’ group 



EUROTUNNEL has bought three ships from 
the defunct SeaFrance company and is set to 
break into the highly-competitive cross-Channel 
ferry business. 

The Berlioz, The Rodin and The Nord 
Pas-de-Calais are all set to be sailing the 
Dover-Calais route by the end of this summer 
following the £60 million deal, approved by the 
Paris Commercial Court on Monday. 

The company will manage the vessels and 
lease them for operations to a new business to 
be named Eurotransmanche. 

SeaFrance, after a history of problems with its 
workforce and a number of large-scale bailouts 
from the French government, went into 
administration on January 9, 2012. 

The new business is expected to create 500 
jobs in France and 100 in Kent. 

Eurotransmanche has been formed from 
former SeaFrance employees who will use their 
redundancy money to finance the running of the 
company under a deal put into place by unions 
and the French government. 

"Our plan is to manage the ships and leave 
the independent operation to run them," said 
a Eurotunnel spokesman. "The workers' 
co-operative will run the ships and this 
consists of ex-employees of SeaFrance." 

Prior to its eventual folding, the French ferry- 
operator, part of the national railway-operator 


SNCF, had experienced problems with militant 
unions, some of whose members had 
Communist Party affiliations. 

However, Eurotunnel does not see this 
as an obstacle. 

"Back then the company was in the public 
sector and had a public-sector union," said 
the spokesman. 

"These workers have elected to use their own 
money to finance the operation, so they will not 


want it to fail. Also, they have been made 
redundant once, so they will not want to 
lose their jobs again." 

The three ships have been out of action 
for eight months and berthed in French ports, 
so they will require overhauling to bring them 
back into operation. 

They will also need to have their engines and 
other equipment brought into line with current 
EU emissions rules.

Le very busy Shuttle 

FOR the first time in its history, Le Shuttle 
carried more than 10,000 tourist vehicles in 
a 24-hour period between Folkestone and 
Coquelles in France. 

On Friday, June 1, the cross-Channel 
service transported 10,380 cars and 128 
coaches. The previous record had been set 
on July 26, 2010, with 9,382 vehicles carried 
in one day from England to the Continent. 

Taking into account the traffic figures for 
Saturday, which was also extremely busy, 
and those of Sunday, the service will have 
carried more than 26,000 tourist vehicles 
from Folkestone to Coquelles over a three- 
day period, surpassing the previous record 
for the equivalent UK peak holiday departure 
period at the end of July last year. 

Jo Willacy, Eurotunnel commercial 
director, said: “We transported more than 
700 vehicles an hour, with a departure every 
15 minutes while maintaining punctuality.”

Undergraduate shines like a star 
as astrophysics paper is published 


AN ASTROPHYSICS student 
has become one of the few to 
have his personal research 
published in a recognised 
journal. 

Mark Salisbury, from Sand¬ 
wich, is part of a group of Open 
University students to have 
reached such a prestigious 
achievement. 

Mr Salisbury studied the 
OU’s astrophysics course and 
went many steps further than 
most undergraduate students 
in developing his findings into 


a full blown academic paper. 

It started out as a hobby, but 
led to the group of undergradu¬ 
ate students writing two ambi¬ 
tious peer-reviewed research 
papers. 

It makes a major contribu¬ 
tion towards our understand¬ 
ing of close, interacting binary 
stars, and of magnetic cycles 
on rapidly rotating stars. 

He said they investigated a 
particular type of binary star, 
which is two stars very close 
together and in the process of 


interacting. 

The students used the OU’s 
remotely operable telescope, 
PIRATE, to acquire data and 
interpret this in proj ect progress 
reports. 

It will be published in the 
Journal of the British Astro¬ 
nomical Association. 

Dr Ulrich Kolb, senior lectur¬ 
er in the department of physi¬ 
cal sciences, said: “This is a 
great example of how OU study 
can lead to the pinnacle of aca¬ 
demic achievement. ”

Rick Nunn 


The Milk keep the party going 



A S FESTIVAL season approaches, 
the music world is readying 
itself once more to admire 
the greats with all their “one last 
performance” gigs and also to 
embrace the new kids on the 

block. 

Not literally - there won’t be any dancing 
Wahlbergs at Lounge On The Farm - but there 
will certainly be some stars in the making. None 
more so than Essex quartet The Milk. 

If you have had your finger on the musical 
pulse for the last couple of years, you will know 
that The Milk have been around for a little 
while. But with a new record deal, a debut 
album and slots on the top summer festival bills, 
these crazy cats could be about to go viral. 

To listen to lead singer Rick Nunn sing, you 
could be forgiven for thinking you had gone 
back in time to a Motown soul gig, but in 
interview his cockney tones reveal his South 
East roots and love for all things West Ham. 

And indeed for the music industry. 

“It’s all about graft. Music is not a lucky game 
- you’ve just got to keep at it. 

“All the festival line-ups sort of blend into one 
now, you know? When I was 16, in little bands 
trying to get signed, you think that behind the 
VIP security-guarded fence there is some sort 
of mysterious world of rock’n’roll where 
everyone is sitting around with guitars 
inspiring each other. It’s really not like that, it’s 
just people getting ready for their shows. 

“Yeah, you bump into people, but it’s not like 
in the movies... put it that way.” 

But the group, described as “party catalysts”, 
are by no means wet behind the ears and are 
beginning to enjoy their new notoriety. 

“It’s nice to be associated with some of these 
big bands, you know. It’s nice to just be on the 
same poster,” said Nunn, above left. 

“We’re doing V Festival this year and I’m 
psyched about the fact we are on the same 
poster as The Stone Roses. I could never have 
imagined that one. 

“It’s all very surreal getting spotted in the 
street, but you know, if you don’t enjoy it, 
you’re in the wrong game. If you get p***** off 
by it, go and be a plumber.” 

The Milk name influences as diverse as The 
Prodigy and The Chemical Brothers to Otis 


Redding and James Brown. “We’re all big dance 
fans but all big soul players, too. We take the 
sonic energy from dance music and the groove 
from soul.” 

The group also have a very special style 
in which they perform all of their live gigs. 

Rick, 26, said: “We’re like live DJs but with 
instruments rather than decks. The second we 
start playing, there is no silence for an hour. We 
keep the beat going, we keep the jams going - 
all the songs are linked, just like a DJ. 

“The idea is that we get people up, that the 
energy level goes up and everyone is 
concentrating on having a good time, not 
necessarily concentrating on applauding us. 

The best gigs are when the audience is having a 
great time, and that makes our gig better. 

“If you come to a Milk gig, you start to party 
until the second we’re off. We just want to be 
the catalyst for the evening. ” 

Lounge On The Farm has become a home 
from home for the boys, who have bagged a slot 
on the stage for a second year in a row. 

“We did Lounge last year before we were 
signed, had an amazing time and ended up 
staying two nights. We did the gig the first night 


and had such a blast that we kept the bus there 
and partied through the next night. It was just 
a wicked festival. I remember I spent a lot of 
time in the silent disco because they let you stay 
there really late. 

“A lot of festivals try to get the family- 
friendly, bohemian thing, but not a lot of them 
achieve it. It just ends up being haystacks and a 
few organic-burger vans and that’s about it - 
there’s no real vibe. But Lounge had all the 
props and managed to get the good vibe in there 
as well.” 

Their live sets have made people sit up and 
take note, with The Milk bagging a nomination 
for Best Breakthrough Artist at the UK Festival 
Awards last year, going up against the likes of 
Bruno Mars and Jessie James. 

Nunn is backed by Mitch Ayling on drums 
and backing vocals, Luke Ayling on bass and 
Dan Le Gresley on guitar, keyboards and horns. 

There is, however, another reason The Milk 
have become so well known... their artwork. 
Their website graphics feature the band’s torsos 
with cat heads instead of their own. 

“We aren’t the graphic designers,” said 
Nunn. “There are a few people that we trust in 


that department. We just get sent designs and 
thought ‘Bloody hell, that’s really clever’. 

“When we started out, we wanted to keep it 
all pretty anonymous, and when you see our 
website it’s all still pretty anonymous, just 
focusing on the tunes. It was just a cool little 
gimmick. I get bored of the same band photos 
all the time - give me something new. 

“The cat heads are by no means an alter-ego. 
We haven’t named them - it was just a cool 
concept that we digged when we saw it.” 

The Milk’s debut album Tales Of The Thames 
Delta is due out on Monday, September 3, and 
could feature a collaboration with a star of top 
TV police series The Wire. 

“Idris Elba from The Wire is a DJ and rapper, 
too. We’re into our hip-hop as much as soul, but 
we play the beat rather than spin it on a deck, 
so working with urban artists is a big thing. 

“We will release a couple more singles before 
the album and keep touring, picking up friends 
and working as hard as we can. ”

Continental serves up a treat but 
sorry service lets the side down 


I F there is one thing that sets Whitstable 
aside from many of its competitor seaside 
towns, it is that you can drive through it 
and rarely, if at all, catch a glimpse of the 
sea from which it derives so much of its 
income and appeal. 

In fact the only spot where you can park a car 
and see the sea, before you reach the grassy 
slopes of Tankerton, is one of the town’s least 
picturesque viewpoints. 

With the industrial shadow of the asphalt and 
aggregates plant at the harbour looming to the 
left and the coastline wrapping out of sight to 
the right, it struggles to inspire. 

Yet it is here, just along from the snooker 
club, that the Hotel Continental is perched. 

Its imposing exterior conceals a light and airy 
interior - large windows allowing the bar to be 
flooded with natural light - leading through to 
a raised area and bistro. 

It’s not renowned as a cheap venue - a hotel 
room here can set back the weary traveller 
£18 5 a night - and a lack of crowds suggests it 
is struggling to get the locals through the doors. 

But is the food up to scratch? The short 
answer is yes - but it’s let down by lack-lustre 
service that garnished every dish with the 
feeling that the venue’s heart was not in it. 

So let’s cut to the chase. The service was poor

in that not-rude-but-just-failing-to-do-the-little- 
things way that defines the great from the good. 

The wine is plonked, not poured; the dish on 
the moules mariniere left for the diner to lift and 
release that all-important breath of herbs and 
shellfish; the menus - and maybe this is just a 
personal taste but I suspect not - laminated... 
and when we added an extra coffee to the fi n al 
bill (which weighed in at over £80) there was a 
bit of huffing and puffing. In short, and in this 
competitive day and age, not good enough. 

Which is a pity, as the food bordered on the 


excellent on occasion. The rack of lamb with a 
mint-and-artichoke puree (£17.25) featured 
tender meat and a puree that was like a dose of 
freshness setting your taste buds gambolling 
over the nearest sun-soaked field. A good blend. 

What’s more, the pan-fried fillet of salmon 
with new-potato cake (£15.95) proved a good 
balance of tastes. Certainly it was an 
improvement on the moules starter (£6.95). A 
regular on so many menus now, the ability to 
overcook mussels seems lost on very few. The 
sauce in which they were served was lifeless. 

Unlike the deep-fried rock oysters (£6.50), 
which, while suffering from a little too much 
batter on some, offset the crunch of the batter 
with the soft meat. 

With dessert and wine, the bill rocked up 
around £84. Yet on a Friday night the place is 
devoid of atmosphere. And the diner feels more 
like they are sat in a breakfast room (cornflakes 
put out ready) than a serious dining venue. A 
bit more effort and this would be a contender.

WHOOOA! Tony Soprano just went legit. 

For those unfamiliar with The Sopranos, the 
classic series about a Noo Joisey mobster and his 
dysfunctional family - that’s blood relatives and 
the relatively bloody - I’m stretching a point 
here about the difference between the first- 
generation Chrysler 300C and its newly- 
launched replacement. 

OK, Mafioso Tony Soprano never drove 
a 300C, but he should have done; this beefy 
chunk of retro-motoring Americana arrived 
in 2005 and really caught the imagination 
of British buyers. 

It had Mercedes-Benz underpinnings, yet it 
was cheap and came ‘fully loaded’ with extras, 
as the Yanks say, and while there were gas- 
guzzling petrol models on offer, including the 
monstrous SRT with its obscenely-thirsty V8, 
the smooth Merc-powered diesel model was the 
sensible and flexible best-seller by far. 

Many soon had their original American-style 
egg-crate grille swapped for a German 
aftermarket version that made the car look like 
a Bentley, and I’m sure we will see these soldier 
on for years as upmarket private hire cars. 

So why the ‘Tony Soprano goes legit’ 
comment? Well, the second-generation 300C 
looks like it had the charm-school education 
Tony never had; it’s smoother and classier to 
look at and, says Chrysler, far better built and 
nicer to drive, with a more upmarket cabin - it 
features redesigned Nappa leather seats and real 
wood panels on the dashboard. 

The edges have been smoothed off, too - 
probably for the better, yet it still has the 
muscular Transatlantic look of the original. 

It still offers great value against German 
premium rivals, and Fiat-owned Chrysler has 
gone for broke and dispensed with offering 
minority choices: there’s no petrol option and 
only two high-spec trim levels. 

Power comes from an all-new 3.0-litre V6 
turbodiesel benefiting from Fiat’s renowned 
Multijet diesel technology, which should deliver 
good power plus fuel-saving efficiency. 

Even in cheaper Limited trim (£35,995), the 
300C is well equipped with headline features 
including Rain Brake Support - to help keep the 
brake-pads dry for better stopping power in poor 
conditions - ventilated front seats and heated 
rears, dual-zone climate control, 8.4-inch touch¬ 
screen display, cruise-control, and 18-inch alloys. 

Step up to the Executive (£39,995) and you 
get Blind Spot Monitoring, radar Adaptive 
Cruise Control - which checks your speed if you 
start getting too close to the car in front - a two- 
panel panoramic sunroof and 20-inch alloys. 

My only concern is that maybe Chrysler 
needs to pump-prime demand further with a 
cheaper entry model; with the array of spec 
currently on show, there’s surely scope for a 
‘cooking version’ that’s still choc full of luxuries 
rivals won’t have, and at a more affordable price 
- hey, let’s do a deal the American way.

Qashqai still leads the way for 
rival manufacturers to follow

IT MIGHT be named after a small and nomadic 
Middle Eastern tribe, but the Nissan Qashqai 
population has exploded since it arrived in 
2007. 

Overnight it created a whole new car segment, 
the crossover - part family hatchback, part MPV 
and part SUV - and inspired imitators such as 
the Peugeot 3008, Hyundai ix35, Skoda Yeti 
and forthcoming Vauxhall Mokka (see story in 
First Gear, right). 

Even Renault has belatedly recognised its 
sister brand’s star car - it now plans a Qashqai- 
based model for 2 015. 

The French marque can only be accused of 
gawping while Nissan stormed the market - and 
did wonders for UK exports via production at the 
highly-efficient Nissan Sunderland plant. 

For me, it’s still the crossover to beat and it 
doesn’t matter if we are talking about the 
£16,595 entry model or the £27,000 4x4 
because the basic quality and style of the Qashqai 
cabin shines through whatever the price or 
extras fitted - even some premium marques 
don’t get this right. 

It’s also airy, especially when fitted with the 
panoramic glass roof - optional on mid-range 
Acenta versions and standard on upmarket 
N-Tec and Tekna models. 

Of course, the driver gets a fabulous view out 
of this high-riding vehicle, but this so often comes 
at the cost of blancmange handling. 

Not so with the Qashqai, which has uncanny 
body control yet also soaks up the lumps and 
bumps brilliantly - a rare delight to drive in the 
MPV/SUV zone of the market, where later arriv¬ 
als still fail to reach this benchmark. 

The dashboard is well organised, with no 
irritating foibles and good stowage and every¬ 
thing seems well made and durable; for 4x4 
versions there is a simple rotary selector close to 
the gearshift that offers economical front-wheel

And it looks even better after a 2010 facelift 
that smartened the front and tidied up the side 
sills. 

One criticism is how the rear seats don’t quite 
fold fully flat or slide fore and aft to balance 
legroom against boot space - a feature some 
customers might seek if weighing the Qashqai’s 
appeal against that of an MPV. 

But it is nit-picking against one of the best cars 
on the market whatever the sector - it has a host 
of awards to prove it. 

In choosing a powertrain, ignore the petrol 
engines - the 1.6-litre lacks oomph, while the 
2.0 is juicy against the diesels. 

The small 1.5 dCi diesel is a peach, but you 
will need the 1.6dCi or 2.0 dCi if you want a 4x4 
diesel; the 1.6dCi as tested here is a cracker - 
sporty and refined and offering an official 
combined 55.4mpg in manual 4x4 form. 

A CVT (continuously variable trasmission) 
auto box is offered on some engines.

Former Gills ace 
on life out of the 
sport's fast lane

ON a checklist of things not to joke about with 
your employers, especially if they run a football 
club, would be telling them to sack you. 

But Mark Saunders could take or leave man¬ 
agement, and if the worst came to the worst the 
former Gillingham midfielder would go back to 
kicking a ball about with his mates. 

It’s been a tough 18 months for the man who 
made 201 appearances at Priestfield over eight 
years, after taking over as manager at Evostick 
League South & West Division side Tiverton 
Town. 

It completes a full circle for the 40-year-old as 
he made his debut at Tivvy before moving on to 
Plymouth and eventually Gillingham in 1998. 

He was promoted from assistant manager ini¬ 
tially on a temporary basis in 2010 after former 
Rangers player Chris Vinnicombe left by mutual 
consent. 

“I could take it or leave it,” he said. “I only got 
the job because I was playing and Chris Vinni¬ 
combe left. They asked me if I could take it for a 
couple of games, I said I would take it on until 
the end of the season. I didn’t want any extra 
money for it. 

“At the end of that season they said will you do 
it again and it’s been 18 months now. If they 
said ‘sorry Mark we’re letting you go’, I wouldn’t 
lose any sleep. I would just go and have a laugh 
with my mates in the Mickey Mouse league. 

“The board know I’m up front and honest, I 
keep saying ‘go on sack me’, having a laugh and 
a joke with them.” 

But jokes aside he has found it a challenge: 
“It’s been tough, very tough in terms of trying to 


manage budgets that keep getting cut; trying to 
keep hold of players. At this level players are 
only interested in the money side of things, 
you’re always trying to persuade people to stay. 

“We have got quite a reasonable side together 
now with a mixture of experienced ex-pros and 
good up and coming players. 

“It’s a totally different ball game in non-league, 
you don’t know who you’re going to get turning 
up. Kids nowadays can’t think for themselves; 
it’s hard work.” 

In terms of influence, Saunders has had some 
reasonably successful managers to learn from, 
with Peter Taylor and Tony Pulis at the top of 
the list as his favourite tutors. 

“Taylor was an exceptional coach, and Pulis 
could get the best out of his players, but if you 
crossed him you knew you crossed him, ” he said. 
“They are both good managers in their own 
right. 

“The only thing I kept, because a lot of it stays 
in your head, and you make it up as you go 
along, was the record of everything we did in 
pre-season training every day.” 

A broken leg spelled the end of his career at 
Gillingham, before he went on to play at Folke¬ 
stone and then Tiverton again. But who knows 
what may have happened had he not moved 
back home. 

“Gillingham’s a really good club, I really en¬ 
joyed my time up there, I didn’t want to move 
back home but my wife wanted to move back to 
Exeter where I’m from,” he said. 

“I would quite easily have stayed in Kent, but 
she won the argument. 

“I was back at the end of season party. I’m still 
good friends with Mark Patterson and Andy 
(Hessanthaler), and Trigger (Nicky Southall).”

RETIREMENT triggers different reactions for 
some footballers with trophies, medals and 
photos adorning every wall and shelf, but 
while Mark Saunders has a box-full of 
memories from his career it is quite literally 
a box, in his loft. 

Apart from two photos on his wall from 
the FA Cup quarter final against Chelsea in 
2001 all of his shirts are tucked away out of 
sight - including one which Guy Butters was 
desperate to get his hands on. 

“I had Zola’s shirt," he said. “Guy Butters 
ran over to me with 15 minutes to go and 
said ‘I wanted his shirt’, and I said ‘it’s who 
you know’. 

“My lad, who is a Chelsea supporter, 
keeps wanting me to get it out. But it’s in the 
loft with all my other Gillingham shirts. 

“I have only got two pictures on the wall, 


from the Chelsea game. I don’t really go in 
for things like that. I have got a little scrap 
book." 

While there were plenty of happy times, 
he also suffered the heartache of breaking 
his leg in 2005, but it proved to him what he 
already knew. 

“I wasn’t too sad when it did happen. 

“In the time out injured I didn’t really miss 
it. Ronnie Jepson [then Gillingham man¬ 
ager] offered me a six-month deal, and I 
thought ‘I don’t really want this’. I thought I 
would only be stopping somebody else 
playing. 

“Most people hate their jobs, or dislike 
them, football isn’t much different, some 
like it and some just fall out of love in the 
end. 

“I’m one of those I suppose."

Holmes knows it's a crucial time for 
Olympic hopefuls as pressure grows 


WITH just over a month to go until the 
Olympics starts, double gold winner Dame 
Kelly Holmes knows it is a make or break 
time for athletes, and not just for those 
who are awaiting selection. 

Even athletes who have already been 
selected will be under immense pressure 
as the media hype grows, and there are 
the final few who are yet to know their 
fate with the final trial events taking place 
in the coming weeks. 

The main trial takes place next weekend 
in Birmingham with a number of Kent 
stars still vying for places, 400m hurdler 
Jack Green, decathlete Martin Brockman, 
middle-distance ace Lisa Dobriskey, and 
sprinter Montell Douglas to name a few.

"It's going to affect some more than 
others, some will lap it up and enjoy it and 
some will falter at the last hurdle. You just 
hope that obviously those that are going 
for their first experience have a brilliant 
one." 

She said athletes will be wanting time 
to stand still while the public begin the 
countdown. 

She said: "The biggest thing at this time 
is selection, even though we are thinking 
about 40 days time and the opening 
ceremony most are thinking about staying 
injury free, the here and now, this weekend 


and next weekend not a couple of months 
time. They are glad they’ve got that 
amount of time left. 

"For 75 per cent it will be in the first 
time they have taken part in an Olympic 
Games. You can imagine because it's on 
home turf there's the excitement and 
disbelief they are in the team. It's going to 
be overwhelming as much as it's exciting. 

"You're going to have different catego¬ 
ries, those overwhelmed and excited, and 
those who have done many world 
championships, and those that have been 
before who just need to contend with the 
media hype and to remember what they 
normally do in preparation time."
